T may be wondred (ﬆ: deReader )rhat gentlemen of re- 
|| a worth and ann ſhould ſo much diſpa- 


rage their owne eſiceme, as in a profeſſion or facukie, where» 
in they themſelues are ucicher inabled , or in reaſon or deco» 
rum allowed,ſhould be ſo confident as to oppoſe publiquely 
their private opinion againſt any man in his own Art, where- 
- in be profeſſeth, & is able to proue by infallible knowledge & 
demonſtration, and hath daylie proofe and excerciſe thereof. 
The reaſon hercof ( as 1 friendly.in the. behalfe of the Gentle- 
man, with good reaſon interprete) was their kinde truſt varo 
the braken reed of CAlarkes his ſhivered learning , and his 
iugeling tranſportation thereby, of their imaginations, tho» 
row the flattering mamentanie eaſe and pleaſing, found in

His vpright and reaſonable indeayour,and not the felicity, or 
infel:ciry of the medicine, is the proper, true,and thank-wor- 
thy metit. Neither is it the Phyſicians ſo proper office , ſo 
much toazrend the.Patients pleaſing eaſe , as to. intend the 
cute ofthe diſcale. Many paines arenccefſarie , though grie- 
vous,and ſeeming vntolkrable.If the patient ſhall be alwaies 
preſently pleaſed with caſe, there ſhallneuer be Vomits giuen- 
ynto- ficke men, jnor purging adminiftred char ſhall grieue & 
make weake the ficke, nor ihallany man be let blond yntill.

If it bee 
hereto ſufficient,then it muſt ſo beeither in it ſclfe ſimply, or 
by accident. Simply nothing can bee ſufficient or effeRuall 
thereto,exceptthole things which haue a purgatiue nature 
or quality. If it include ſuch a property or quality in the na. 
ture thereof, then it is not ſimply and truely a Cordiall: & if 
not ſimply and truely a Cordiall,thenis it 1nferiour , and nx 
to be compared with many other things, which are truely, 
meerely ſolely Cordialls, corroboratiues, and comforters of 
nature, without any.mixture with another_nature different 
and aduerſe thereto as all purges are, If you ſay that your 
eAurumpeotabile doth by accident remoue the antecedent 
cauſe of diſeaſes, then isit no way equall, or tobe compared 
with Phlebotomie or Purgation, which alwaies doe certain« 
ly, immediatly, manifeſtly, ſpeedily, and promptly tixgeuzee
